Rut both in the Pen­ 
tagon and the state department 
there has never been any reaction 
but one of dread and horror at tho

in Western Europe this 
feeling has been, if anything, more

A likable, com petent m inor o f­ 
ficial, Ferguson seem ed out of his 
elem ent in the big race.
